Sud- 
denly a tongue of flames spurted from 
the tail end of the machine close to 
the auxiliary oil tank, enveloping the 
rudder. In a few moments it turned 
turtle and crashed to the ground in 
sheet of flame.

Law KRetormer, 
Long IIl, Dies 


Chief Justice Timothy, D. Hurley of 
the Superior court died yesterday at 
his home, 2759 Ridge avenue, Evans- 
ton, a short time after he had suffered 
an attack of heart disease. 

Judge Hurley Was 63 years old. He 
had been under treatment during the 
summer at the Mayo brothers’ hospital 
in Rochester, Minn., and had returned 
to his home only three weeks ago, ap- 
parently in better health. Be became 
ill on Friday night, but rallied and 
appeared to be on the way to recovery 
when a second attack came 

, In Chicago Since 1882. 

A native of Kentucky, Judge Hurley 
came to Chicago in 1882. In 1887 he 
was graduated from the law school of 
Northwestern university. He was in- 
tensely interested in the welfare of 
young people and was the author, in 
1891, of the first bill permitting the es- 
tablishment of the Juvenile court. He 
became the first probation officer of 
the court, and later was a justice of 
the peace for seven years. 

He was active in obtaining amend- 
ments to the industrial school law in 
1901 and special legislation for the St. 
Charles school for boys and the Chi- 
cago home for girls. : 

: Fights Easy Divorces. 
After his election to the Superior 


court bench in 1921 Judge Hurley | 
started a campaign against easy di- | 


vorces. He declined to grant divorces 
to wives who waived alimeny when 
their husbands failed to contest suits.’ 
Another of his innovations was the 
issuance of writs against “ domestic 
parasites,”’ or home wreckers. 

In 1923 he appeared before the legis- 
lature to recommend that the law pre- 
venting the remarriage of divorced per- 


sons in Illinois within a year after the 


decree was granted be repealed. He 
also sOught to have a bill passed to 
legitimatize children born of bigamous 
marriages. 

Judge Hurley is survived by a widow, 
Mrs. Mary Martha Hurley; a _ son, 
Donald, who is a student at the North- 
western university law school, and two 
daughters, Miss Ethel Hurley and 
Mrs. Dorothy Gallagher. Funeral ar- 
rangements will be announced later.

“The meeting of the senatofs invited 
to hear the evidence submitted by the 
probe committee of the Jndiana Repub- 
lican Editorial associati6n was astound- 
ed at the revelations of Chairman 
Adams. The action of D. C. Stephen- 
son and his intimate associates, includ- 
ing alleged fraud, corruption, and 
bribery, were laid before the senatorial 
committee in affidavits and documen- 
tary evidence. It involves many offi- 
cials. 

“Inasmuch as it affects so many offi- 
cials directly and indirectly, it was the 
opinion of the senators, who were in- 
vited only informally, that the evidence | 
should receive legislative investiga- 
tion.” 

Members of the editorial association 
were relentless in Jaying, piece by 
piece, an incredible mosaic of evidence 
before the state senators assembled.

Journey Made in Comfort 
at Field Museum.

A thousand or so travelers journeyed 
yesterday afternoon into the interior of 
Rerneo, where the equator runs down 
the main street, then went over to 
Nias, to be carried through the jungle 
ip rocking chairs to visit a chieftain 
with a solid gold mustache, but they 
never once left their seats in the James 
Simpson theater of the Field museum. 

For they were listening to Dr. Fay- 
Cooper Cole, leader of the Arthur B. 
Jones Malayan expedition in 1923, tell 
about Borneo, second largest island of 
the world, and about Nias, one of the 
smallest. And they were looking at his 
pictures. 

Might Start New Fashi 

Ladies who tied up their ears to 
the tops of their heads; hospitable 
householders. who show guests neat 
little packages of defunct heads as 
after dinmer recreation; classy brides 


who-dress to resemble a cocoanut tree 
the day of their wedding—these were | 
a few, of the pictures that moved slowly | 
across the screen at yesterday’s lec- 
ture, the second in a series of Saturday 
afternoon talks open to the public 
Borneo, that principal island of the 
Malay archipelago, rests so squarely 
on the equator, Dr. Cole potnted out, 
that it is very hot there all the time, 


As large as the combined states of 
Texas and Tennessee, its fringe of civi- 
lization soon ravels off once the in- 
terior is penetrated, and away from 
the rivers the native don’t know who 


is president. 
Head Hunting Out of Style. 


One indigenous custom is, however, 
nothing more than a tradition now, 
even in the interiosp, thanks to the in- 
tervention of the Dutch. There is al- 
most no head hunting. And so the 
Borneo patriot, when entertaining the 
members of the expedition, did the next 
best thing to staging a real head hunt. 
He brought out, with no little pride, 
orderly little packets of the heads that 
his family had captured in the days 
before the Dutch and the English put 
a stop to it. 

“The primary reason for a native to 

want the head of another native was 
propitiation to the gods and offer 
an escort to some dead mem of th: 
tribe,” the lecturer said. 
. When a man died, his friends, hard 
put to get a volunteer to escort the 
departed spirit into the other world, 
ventured into a neighboring village, 
killed a native, and returned with the 
-head, to be used henceforth as veranda 
decoration. 


Leading Simple Lives. 

Step number two followed imme 
diately. Friends of the slain native 
needed an escort for his soul. They 
journeyed back to village number one, 
and frequently returned with 
heads, just for luck. 

And so, in geometric progression, 
until every veranda had its racks of 
heads. 

But now one Dutch captain and one 
hundred Dutch soldiers, ‘patrolling a 
territory five times as large as Holland, 
are fast making head hunting leg- 
endary. 

Another bit of legend which delight- 
ed the audience was the story of the 
“man who cut down his mother-in- 
law.”’ 

First Mother-in-Law Joke. 


Once upon a time, the explorer told 
the group, there was a man who tried 
to borrow some salt from his mother- 
indaw. She refused, and he got so 
mad he cut down the tall poles which 
supported “her house. She tumbled 
dewn to her death, the while her son- 
indlaw stood nearby and laughed 
mightily. The gods heard and trans- 
formed him into a bird, the hornbill. 

‘“And the cry-of the hornbill,” Dr. 
Cole declared, “‘is a cross between a 
man laughing and somebody sawing 
wood.”’ 

In Borneo the really well dressed 
man sharpens his teeth to poigts and 
“paints them black, so they won't look 


like a dog’s, all white.”

AS TAX RECEIPTS CLIMB 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 2.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Compiete totals on income tax 
receipts during September, as made 
Public today, bear out indications of a 
surplus for the current fiscal year of 

at least $300,000,000. 


Income tax payments last month 
amounted to $441,96¢.968 or $80,778,367 
more than in September, 1925. These 
payments represent chiefly the third 
quarterly income tax payments. 

For the present fiscal year from July 
1 to Sept. 30, income tax receipts have 
amounted to $536,212,191, an increase 
Of $101,150,758 over the same period 
of last year. 

Miscellaneous tax receipts have 
fallen off as a result of cuts in the 
new law. Revenue from miscella- 
neous taxes amounted to $53,953,577 
in September, as against $81,376,654 
in September, 1925. . 

Customs receipts are running ahead 
of last year, when al] records were 
broken. Receipts in September 
amounted to $55,596,075, compared 
with $51,017,333 in September, 1925. 

Total ordinary receipts in September 
were about $55,000,000 greater than in 
September, 1925. The total. this year 
was $576,528,052, while last year it was 
$512,071,915. 

In the fiscal year up to Sept. 30 the 
excess of receipts over expenditures | 
was $238,139,557, while last year in the!

THE NINE THAT PAY. 

A preliminary report of internal revenue collec- 
tions for the year ending June 30, 1926, is now 
available. It shows that the states which contrib- 
uted most in taxation to the government were New 
York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Illinois, North Caro- 
lina, Ohio, California, Massachusetts and New Jer- 
sey. Together these nine states paid about three- 
fourths of all the internal revenue collected that 
year. 

The taxes are levied by congress. The most ele- 
mentary regard for the principle of “no taxation 
without representation” would require that the 
nine states which contributed most to the treasury 
should have a fair representation in congress. In- 
stead, five of them are under-represented. The 
house of representatives has not been reappor- 
tioned since 1911. Its membership is still based 


upon the populations of the states as determined 
by the-.1910 census. Congress has ignored the 
plain words of the constitution and continues to 
carry on its work, including the levying of taxes, 


‘as if there had been no shift in population. 


There are eight states which are under-repre- 
sented, of which five are among the largest tax- 
payers. These five are Michigan, California, North 
Carolina, New Jersey, and Ohio. They are at the 
same time the states which are miost flagrantly 
under-represented. It is significant that Michigan, 
with its automobile induatry, and California, with 
its moving pictures, have been heayily burdened 
by special excises, which have been of small] con- 
sequence to other states. 

The states which pay the most in taxes do so 


because they are most prosperous. The states: 


which are under-represented are those which are 
advancing most rapidly in population and the ma- 
terial resources which attract population. Con- 
gress is therefore depriving the most active ele- 
ments of our citizenship of a fair voice in the 
government. 


FELLOW. 


Hotel proprietors from all over the United States 
have been holding a convention in Chicago. They 
have passed resolutions urging a reduction in Pull- 
man rates in order to make travel cheaper and 
thereby increase the demand for hotel accommoda- 
tions. At the same time the attorney for the or- 


_ ganization of hotel men has warned his clients to 


forestall any effort to classify hotels as public 
utilities, because then their rates and services 


would be Hable to regulation by federal and state 


commissions. 
The hotel owners 46 not want to be regulated, 
but they preserve a Jovelike equanimity when it 


™ comes to regulating some one else. They are will- 


ing to have the Pullman company’s rates fixed by 
the government, and if the government doesn’t fix 
them low enough to suit the hotel proprietors they 
propose to bring pressure upon the government to 
change its mind. 

The hotel men may protest that the Pullman com- 
pany is making handsome profits, but, for that mat- 
ter, so are many hotel companies. If the aim is 
to stimulate hotel, business, it can be achieved quite 
as successfully by lowering hotel rates as by lower. 
ing Pullman rates. a 

We suspect there is something typically Ameri- 
can in the attitude of mind which says: “Give me 
liberty of action because I can be trusted with it, 
but regulate the other fellow or he will injure him- 
self and everybody else. The government must 
leave me alone, but it has a duty to control the 
conduct of everybody else.” It explains the failure 
of much regulatory legislation in a land where no 
one believes in regulation for himself. 


MOTION PICTURES ANTI. 
WORLD PEACE, 


“In Paris the International Motion Picture con- 
gress has adopted a resolution urging producers 
to abstain from making films “ susceptible of en- 
gendering hatred between nations.” If they choose 
to act within the spirit of the resolution, producers 
can exercise a real force for peace. 

it is said that lack of intercommunication, in 
tormer days, led to misunderstandings and wars. 
It is now being found that there are also draw- 
backs to facility of communication. Mr. Kipling, 
for example, publishes a poem in which he makes 
a few unkind remarks about the United States. 
The poem is cabled, broadcast throughout the 
United States, and an immediate resentment ap- 
pears.

Added 
to this power is the fact that it is capable of mul- 
tiple production; it reaches every 
world: its appeal is as universal as

the very best sellers can hope to provoke any 
emotional response from more than a few thou- 
sand; the emotional response to one motion picture 
is measured by the millions. ; 

Thus it is that films of international warfare or 
depicting the people of other nations as inferior, 
brutal, or undestrable may work real discord. Pro- 
ducers need not be called on to limit their plays to 
safe, sugary themes, but they should keep in mind 
the ideal of the resolution passed by the interna- 
tional congress, realize their responsibility as pos- 
sible fomenters of international {Il feeling, and elim- 
inmate unnecessarily provocative material from their 
pictures. 


TOWARD A NEW BALANCE 
OF POWER. 


Dispatches from Europe leave small doubt that 


a new balance of power is in the making !f it has 


not already been achieved. Some thirteen months 
ago, according to reliable information obtained in 
Paris, the Italians were seeking to cement an alli- 
ance between Germany, Russia, and Italy. Premier 
Mussolini, the most active figure in the European 
scene, attempted to bring that about but failed. 
Meanwhile a Franco-German alliance has been 


' | foreshadowed in the Locarno agreements; the out- 


line has been filled in, in part, by the agreement 
reached between the steel producers of France and 
Germany and their satellites in Belgium and Lux- 
embourg to divide the world market and conqew. 
This threat has been answered, in turn, by negotia- 
tions looking toward an alliance between Britain 
and Italy and perhaps Russia as well. The nego- 
tiations are still as secret as negotiations conducted 
by Mussolini can be. The relationships between 
the great powers are probably still in process of 
crystallization. 

The league of nations was supposed to supplant 
the pre-war system of alliances for the control of 
Europe, but we see small reason to suppose that 
the league has succeeded in its purpose. Consider- 
ations of security, economic growth. and colonial 
expansion are leading the powers cf Europe to 
divide into two rival camps just as they did before 
the war. As soon as the alliances are definitely 
formed we may expect a repetition of the old story 
of lesser encroachments, followed by greater en- 
croachments, of rivalry in armaments, of crises 
which just fail to lead to war, leading eventually 
to the crisis which does lead to war. We hope 
for the best, but we cannot blind ourselves to the 
clear implication of today’s events. 

The last war came as a surprise to most Ameri- 
cans because as a nation we had refused to admit 
that the European system of balances must result 
in war. We have had our education at a cost to 
this country of more than 100,000 lives and some 
twenty-five billions of dollars. Some of our people 
who understood Washington’s argument against 
entanglements in Europe did not need the lesson 
and they have now been reinforced by thousands 
of others who have learned by experience. There 
remain many otherwise intelligent persons who 
for one reason or another cannot or will not learn. 
They are constantly urging us into fresh entangle- 
ments. We tried to avoid participating in the last 
war and succeeded for more than two years. If 
the leaguists, world courters and hands-across- 
the-sea advocates have their way. we shall be 
bound to get into the next one the day the first 
shot is fired.

think it is worthy of note. Humanitarian argu- 
ment against the death penalty sometimes !ncludes 
the assertion that imprisonment is as effective a 
deterrent of crime as death, the theory being that 
‘‘ give me liberty or give me death” is a prefer- 
ence of universal validity. 

The facts available do not sustain the theory 
even where sentences to life imprisonment mean 
imprisonment for life. There are impatient and 
passionate spirits, undoubtedly, who would rather 
cease living than be confined in a prison for life 
or any very long term of years. But these are 
the exceptions... The tnstinct of life is for most of 
us the deepest and most powerful of all instincts, 
and the mystery or terror of death at least among 
the most feared. On this common fact the value 
of the death penalty as a deterrent of crime is 
founded, and we know of nothing in human nature 
that weakens our belief in its value. 

We do not assert that any penalty is a complete 
deterrent. The history of crime would easily dis- 
prove that crimes of violence are often committed 
by beings unable to foresee consequences, either 
because of defective mentality or because of over- 
mastering impulse. But a great deal of violence in 
this country is committed by undisciplined but 
fairly normal youths who recklessly resort to it 
because of the lack of wholesome moral or mental 
inhibitions. For the general restraint of these 
youths, a fear of the gallows is most certainly 
useful. If it existed there would be less carrying 
of guns and therefore fewer situations in which 
excitement, panic, or sudden anger precipitates 
killing. 

But there is another aspect of the question in 
this country. The death penalty, when paid, is 
final. Life imprisonment offers many opportunities 
of escape. Good behavior cuts the term, and there

THE 700TH ANNIVERSARY OF | 
ST: FRANCIS OF ASSIS! 


BY THE REV. JAMES MEYER, O. F. M. 
[Editor of Franciscan Herald, Chicago.) 

It is a far cry from medieval Assisi to twentieth 
century Chicago, Yet our age is harking back 
insistently, expectantly, to the spirit of St. Francis. 
Historian, sociologist, playwright, poet, painter, 
and sculptor are busy, as they have been for cen- 
turies, revealing to a charmed public his fascinat- 
ing personality, while in the churches he is cited 
by Protestant as much as by Catholic, and Mo 
hammedan and Hindu love him. And his cult has 
been anything but barren. Art and letters are the 
richer and purer for the inspiration he has given 
them, and what his disciples have been doing for 
humanity in church, school, hospital, asylum, in 
the advancement of the sciences, and in dafly con- 
tacts staggers reckoning. The spontaneity and uni- 
versality of the celebrations occasioned by the 
seven hundredth ar.niversary of his death which 
take place tomorrow merely accentuate the fact of 
his perennial and universal appeal. 

The object of all this veneration was born of & 
fine Umbrian family, about the year 1182, the 
favorite son of indulgent and wealthy parents. As 
a youth he had all the openness of heart and hand 
and all the love of the nice things of life that make 


for popularity, and popular he was in his social 
set, which was the very best that a feudal town

tun with the “king-of youth,” and his delighted. 
parents looked forward to the day when their 
princely son might open to them the ranks of the 
nobility, an ambition which the social connections 
of Francis brought within easy compass. 

But a most amazing change came over Francis 
at the age of twenty-four. He recovered from a 
protracted illness to find that life had lost its 
relish. The olden dreams of prestige, the olden 
love of life and nature were still\there, but some- 
how the old way no longer satisfied. ~Tnere was 
much misery everywhere about him—destitution, 
contagion, and crime among those of low degree, 
accentuated by luxury, oppression, and aggression 
on the part of those o* high degree. The same 
generous impulses that had made Francis a king 
among his kind now drove him to be the .poorest 
among-the poor, not in spiteful antagonism to 
titled wealth, but from the romantic determination 
not to be outdone by anybody in rising above the 
greed of possession, the acknowledged source of 
so much mischief. ‘“ Wooing Lady Poverty”’ he 


called the new life, in which, for love of the Christ 
who lived poor and died stark stnipped of His very 
clothes, he would not have a thing of his own, de- 
voting his time to healing the harm wrought by 
strife and rapine, and living by alms and personal 
labor. 
~~ 

The wealthy lad in beggar’s rags seemed,to his 
world to have taken leave of his senses. But time 
proved that he had surrendered none of his happy 
good fellowship and romantic love of the beautiful; 
he was just giving it a new and blessed turn. Be- 
fore twenty years had elapsed—he died at forty- 
four—he found himself the center of a mighty 
‘movement, which covered medieval Europe and 


reached out to the ends of the earth and the ends | 
of time. An order of men, the Friars Minor, and 
of women, the Poor Clares, had sprung up around 
rim, who renounced all possessions, even corporate 
holdings, and consecrated their efforts to a gospel 


and to mutual good wtfll and charity.

—supported by the preaching and example of 
Francis and his ‘‘ Lesser Brethren,” became the 
shock troops of one of the most thoroughgoing yet | 
peaceful revolutions that society has experienced. | 
Students not a few and anything but mean credit | 
F'ranciscanism with breaking down the feudal sys- 
tem, which with its abuse of power and the right 
of war kept the medieval commune in a constant 
state of turmoil and the medieval burger in ever- 
lasting dread for life and property. The Fran- 
ciscan tertiary refused to bear arms and take the 
oath of fealty to the petty lords, the church sup- 
porting his attitade, and as all the world turned 
tertiary the mischief died for lack of fodder. 

At the same time the word and example of 
Francis and his brethren slowly but indomitably 
brought about a change of heart in great and 
small. Greed, selfishness, and haughty oppression 
gave way to a spirit of altruism. Prince, prelate, 
landed proprietor, and merchant mingled in broth- 
erhood with the humble peasant and tradesman at 
the frequent assemblies of the third order Often 
they left all they had to join the voluntary ex- 
propriates in the two cloistered orders. Pope 
Gregory IX., a lifelong friend of Francis, was a 
tertiary; Elizabeth of Thuringia received the ter- 
tiary garb from Francis himself, Louis IX. of 
France wore the habit, while Louis of Anjou re 
nounced a kingdom to be a Friar Minor and put 
off a bishopric until he could take the garb of the 
Poverello. The gains of the movement were con- 
solidated when the sons of Francis found their 
speedy way into Oxford, Paris, Bologna, the first 
schools of the day, as well as into the council 
chambers of kings. Fifty years had not elapsed 
from the death of Francis when his great son, 
Bonaventure, sat, as its guiding spirit, in the gen- 
eral\council of the church at Lyons in 1274.

How explain the tremendous strides of the move- 
ment’ inaugurated by the Poor Little Fellow of 


forces, the balance and poise that had made him 


most shockingly mortified—but he was never a joy 
killer. A hater of long faces, his own countenance 
inspired the beholder with the desire to get back 
of the secret of so much serenity, and all the world 
was ready to follow him to the source of it. His 
reform, moreover, was not a reform “by law en- 
forced and by every crook evaded.’ It was based 
on the incentive of his own efforts to take the gos- 
pel literally. He did not think of what others were 
doing, except in so far as it pained him to see mis- 
deeds resulting in injury to God and man, and 
then he had one sovereign remedy, his better ex- 
ample and his preaching, and the remedy seldom 
failed. If his example and preaching failed he 
knew there was no virtue in force. Bernard and 
the host of Friars Minor, the noble Clare and her 
band of Poor Ladies, Luchesio and his myriad of 
tertiaries, followed Francis for the same reason 
that the world today admires Francis, of their own 
choice, for the beauty of the path he showed them. 
His was above all a religious movement. The

Lieb, in his story of the heavy 

meat diet on which Stefansson 

lived for about nine years and on 
which the Eskimos live all the time. 
When the vegetarians and some other 
food faddists get after Stefansson and 
the Eskimos, he and they are going to 
need all the help they can get. 


Here is some support for them, taken — 


from “ Brawnyman.” This book is sup- 
posed to be an autobiography of James 
Stevens, a writer who spent several 
years doing construction work on rail- 
roads and working in logging camps in 
Washington, Oregon, and thereabouts. 
He was a teamster, a truck driver, and 
a log handler. 


“I simply can’t tell about those log- 
ging camp suppers; the big graniteware 
Platters and bowls steaming with steaks, 
potatoes, and vegetables: the fruits, the 
cakes, the pies, the tubby pots of cof- 
fee; the loggers bent over their plates, 
never saying a word, but simply shovel- 
ing in the rich, tasty grub. I simply 


can't tell about what noble eating we. 


had there. I guess I tell too much about 
eating, anyway, but it’s one of the big- 
gest things.in the life of a workingman. 

“I ate steak, fried potatoes, corn and 
cabbage until I could hardly’ swallow, 
but still I managed to cram down three 
sizable wedges of chocolate cake.” 

Whoever reads “ Brawnyman”™ gets 
the impression that the eater was a 
speed artist, that he went as fast as the 
Empire State express, and yet, in one 
place, he tells us of eating clams, pickled 
herring, rye bread, pumpernickel, cold 
ham, and cream cheese, and eating for 
one hour. Long enough for the Pan- 
ama limited to run fifty miles. 

He wrote as follows of the camp 
where “T-bone Slim” was the chef: 
“ Of course, supper was always the fin- 
est time of the day for me. ‘ T-bone’ pep- 
pered the steaks good, and I did like 
to sit with my eyes shut, chewing slow- 
ly the hot juice of the meat just oozing 
down my throat and the pepper making 
it tingle along just right. Then to put 
in [meaning into the cavern, which anat- 
omists call the oral cavity] a big fork- 


ful of mashed potatoes rich with but- 
ter; to alternate between a piece of 
pickle and a@ slice of cheese; and to fol- 
low every three mouthfuls with 4@ draft 
of creamy coffee—this was living, 
tell you. 

“Then, after a couple of T-bones and 
the trimmings, to tackle a quarter of 
an apple pie, and to finish it, and then 
to tackle a chocolate layer cake one 
foot high, and to finish three whacking 
slices of it, and to wash all this down 
with another fine cup of coffee—this was 
living some more.” 

Maybe the writer waded through all 
this eating ; maybe he is still alive and in 
good health. But if he is, it proves that 
he was a hardworking logger and, as 
such, he earned his pay.

The nations have therefore ap- 
parently suggested in the proposed pro- 
tocol that, in this eventuality, they 
should be allowed to withdraw their 
acceptance of the American reservations. 
This provision seems perfectly reason- 
able. Why should the United States 
claim rights which no member of the 
league itself possesses and which might, 
as one English writer has said, “ gravely 
imperil the whole development of inter- 
national law and jurisprudence and of 
the judicial settlement of international 
disputes ’’? Every other nation may 
have to run the risk of seeing “ unsa- 
vory precedents” established. If the 
United States should persist in the claim 
to be specially exempt from that risk, 
it seems to me far better that she should 
stay right out of the court than possibly 
vitiate its development.

to study tomorrow night and then wheg 
others are noisy he will be annoyed, ang 
will realize his noise annoyed others the 
night before. 

“ Thus the deductions of his own mind 
will shut him up as a noise source from 
then on.”

OVER COAL ROW, 
BRITISH WARNED 


Industrial Leader Paints 
Peril to Trade.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—It is now fairly 
certain that the British coal strike is 
petering out and that a compigte re- 
sumption of work in the mines Is only 
a matter of a few more weeks. To. 
day's figures show that about 175,000 
men are working, while the normal 
number is about 1,100,000, 

The leaders of the miners are admit- 
ting defeat by starvation, but #ttll hope 
vaguely that something will develop 
to improve the situation or that the 
government may interfere and obtain 
for them better terms from the own- 
ers, who are determined to break the 
unions. The miners arealikely to be 
disappointed in this hope, as the con- 
Servative party machine is in the 
hands of the coal mine owners, who 
@re large contributions to its funds. 

For a time Primé Minister Baldwin 
tried to gain terms for the miners, but 
was forced by the party managers to 
take the side of the owners and, while 
he has lost popularity, the managers 
think it is important to keep the party 
chest full. 

Hard Times Ahead, He Fears. 

-Leading industrialists, however, are 
not so pleased with the situation and 
one of the principal leaders told Tuer 
TRIBUNE today he feared Great Brit- 
ain is in for a period of bad times as a 
result of the coal mine owners’ folly. 
The owners, he said, are looking to six

which have been starved of coal and 


_ which will have to pay through the 


nose to get it. 

This will react unfavorably on for- 
eign trade, as costly coal means costly 
goods.

‘LEWES, England, Oct. 2.—(/)—For- 
mer Premier Lioyd George, addressing 
an open air meeting on the coal strike 
situation today, said the country was 
just coming to the end of the most 
devastating industrial struggle in its 
experience. 

“Tam afraid the symptoms are that 
the end will be a ragged and unsatis- 
factory one—so unsatisfactory that, so 
far from being an end, it wil be ‘the 
beginning of perhaps worse things,” 
he added.

NOT CHRISTIANS 
TURKS DEMAND 


Moslems Hunt Joker in 
U. S. Philanthropy.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 2.—- The 
startling paradox of America’s largest 


Christian organization trying to prove 
it is not teaching Christianity while 
the police and newspapers of Moslem 
Turkey insist it is came to light in 
a storm of Turkish publicity this week. 

The American Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association of Constantinople is 
under suspicion for trying to convert 
the followers of Mohammed to the 
faith of Christ. 

The Constantinople police are inves- 
tigating the activities of the associa- 
tion, which finds itself in the curious 
position of having to declare it is not 
seeking converts to Christianity; that 
its work, is not devotional or religious 
or connected with any creed, and that 
it does not hold Sunday services, Bible 
classes or prayer meetings. 

Why Spend Christians’ Gold? 

This defense causes the Turkish 
newspapers and police to ask them 
why the Y. M. C. A. in Turkey is 
spending thousands of dollars annually 
subscribed in America, presumably 
from devoted Christians, for the pur- 
pose of ‘converting the heathen.” 
To this question the American officials 
in Turkey declare the aim of the as- 
sociation here is for the “‘ moral, so- 
cial, mental and physical development 
of young men.” 

The Turkish publications question 
this purpose. A twenty year old stu-' 
dent of Roberts American college is |! 
the cause of the controvegsy. Full 
investigation is impeded by the ab-: 
sence of regular diplomatic relations ! 
between Turkey and the United States | 
on account of the nonratification of, 
the Lausanne treaty. The student's | 
name is Hashim Hussien. Two | 
months ago H. T. Baker, general secre- 
tary of the Constantinople Y. M. C. A., 
and ajiother secretary took Hussien 
to Helsingfors, the three comprising 
the delegation from the Constantinople 
Y. M. C. A. to the world conference 
of this organization. 

The Turk’s Message. 

The last night of the conference, 
when the delegations from all parts 
of the world sat around the bonfire 
at the Helsingfors public park and 
delivered their “ messages,” the young 
Turk spoke as follows: 

“Youth of the world, the youth of 
Turkey extends hearty greeting to you 
all and hopefully awaits your prayers. 
Turkey is passing through an inter- 
esting period of great radical changes, 
the equal of which never before have 
witnessed in her past history. |

Turkish students wrote papers deny- 
ing the young men of Turkey are de- 
serting Mohammedanism for Christian- 
ity and charging Hussien with having 
made a speech as payment for a free 
trip abroad. 

Matters became worse when the po- 
lice interrogated Hussien arm discov- 
ered he was not a Turk at all, but a, 
Persian, and had made the trip to} 
Finland on a Persian passport. This 
revelation was sufficient to release a 
new blast against the Y. M.C. A. The 
association was charged with trying 
to pass off a ‘‘ renegade Persian Mos- 
lem as a Turk converted to Christian- 
ity,” in editorials drawing bitter com- 
parisons between Moslem and Chris- 
tiaht' methods of seeking the truth. 

Association Denies Responsibility. 

General Secretary Baker of the Y. 
M. C. A. told the police he was un- 
aware ‘of Hussien’s nationality and did 
not know whether the student was a 


Christian or not. He told THe TRI 
UNE correspondent Hussien was se- 


lected as a member of the detegation | 
because he was a clean, upright, in- 

telligent boy. The association paid all 
the expenses of the trip, but gave him 

no instructions about the campfire 
speéch, and would accept no responsi- 
bility for his utterances. 

The inyestigation is being conducted | 
under the constitution of the new 
Turkish republic, which permits free- 
dom of religious worship but prohibits 
proselyting and the use of religious 
propaganda intended to make converts. 
Turkish students at the Y. M. C. A. 
here .corroborated Mr. Baker's state- 
ment that no religious instruction is | 
given in the institution. 

The incident, which is deeply de- 
plored by Americans and Turks alike 
in official circles here, reveals the pres- 
ent wharacteristics of Turkish na- 
tionalism and serves to recall the cur- 
rent situation in American schools, | 
hospitals, and other charitable works 
which constitute America’s greatest 
interest in Turkey.

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CONGRESS TO GET 


REPORT ON DRY 
AGENT KILLERS 


Britten Leads Fight for 
Investigation. 


[Chteage Tribeme Presse Service.] 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 3—([Spe 


cial. ]—Dismissal of first degree murder 
indictments against three federal pro- 
hibition agents and a Methodist min- 


ister in Tacoma, Thursday, with the 
hint that political influence shielded the 


killers from punishment, has crystal-} 


ized a growing demand for congres- 
sional investigation of liquor law en- 
fercement methods. 

One hundred or more wet members 
of the house, under the leadership of 
Rep. Fred Britten [Rep., Ill.], are 
planning to force the issue. Mr. Brit- 
ten is drafting their demand for an 
inquiry not only Into the alacrity with 
which political influence and govern- 
ment machinery move to the defense 
of the killers, but also into the practice, 
apparently sanctioned in Washington, 
of utilizing unofficial aides, usually 
ministers, as members of search 
parties. 

Maimed or Wounded. 


Treasury department officials freely 
admit in the last seven years more 
than 150 citizens have been shot dead 
by prohibition agents, but they are 
unwilling to attempt to estimate the 


number of thousands who have been : 


maimed or wounded in efforts to en- 
force the liquor laws. 

And so far as can be learned, not 
one of the killers ever has been 
punished, in spite of the fact that in 
most of the cases, state court indict- 
ments charging murder or manslaught- 
er have been voted by grand furies. 

Uniformly in such instances, a fed- 
eral prosecutor has undertaken the 
defense of the slayers and by means of 
a habeas corpus petitien, has persuaded 
a federal] district court to assume juris- 
diction and thus halt the state court 
prosecution. Subsequently the killers 
have been exonerated im the federal 
courts. 

The “shoot te kill” policy of the 
prohibition department has cost the 
lives of at least seventeen citizens in 
the last thirteen months, according to 
the latest figures available. The cir- 
cumstances of the killings and later 
exoneration of the killers in a number 
of the recent cases at least, amply 
justify thorough investigation by con- 
gress, according to Mr. Britten. 


After Swashbuckling Gunmen. 

“We propose,” said Mr. Britten, “ to 
fiight for an inquiry that will disclose 
to what extent prohibition agents have 
violated the law in a fanatical desire 
to make a showing in their respective 
districts. We propose to show that cow- 
ardice and inexcusable gunplay have

Demands Prompt Action. 


Plainly the matter is urgent: and, 
in urgent matters, seek counsel. 

Muskegon, commercial capital of 
Chicago's Riviera, has counsel! to offer. 
This is a fact not without its ironic 
aspects when you recall that Muskegon 
has a population of less than 60,000 
and Chicago about 50 times as much. 
Thought, it seems, counts more than 
numbers in matters where initiative is 
a factor. 

For Muskegon is already the sent 
of energetic airport development under 
private auspices. / 

Continental Motors, industrial giant 
which Muskegon lured with candy— 
community candy—off Chicago's door- 
step less than twenty years ago when 
Continental Motors was a baby with 
4,000 square feet of floor space, is the 
pioneer in an aviation development 
which Muskegon expects to carry far. 

Muskegon, in passing, is the town 


where the first question put to the 
Visitor is “Have you a new idea?” 
If he has the chamber of commerce 
immediately calls a meeting to con- 
sider the feasibility of financing the 
new idea. 


Relative Value of Dollar. 


Continental Motors, which now re- 
quires fifteen acres of floor space for 
its gigantic operations, does two-thirds 
of its manufacturing at its Muskegon 
plant and one-third in Detroit—giving 
Muskegon the wide edge for two rea- 
sons: Labor costs less there, and there 
is less trouble with labor. 

But things balance. 

Justus Stearns of Ludington, once 
Michigan's secretary of state, told me 
that for a working man $4 in any of 
the upper Riviera towns is better than 
$6 in Detroit. He said that some of 
his employés—and at 80 he is active 
president of fifteen companies—had 
found that out by costly experiment. 


Already Has An Airport. 

But, as it has to deal with Detroit, 
Continental Motors has put $100,000 
into its Muskegon airport, and runs a 
Muskegon-Detroit service two or three 
times a week. At present this is an 
interplant service and private, but 
if a Muskegon citizen wants to get to 
Detroit in a hurry, and if he tele 
phones the Continental people in ad- 
vance, they courteously take him on as 
a passenger. Their 3 engine, 10 pas- 
senger airplane makes ‘he 200 mile 
trip to Detroit in an hour and a half. 


| By rail that trip takes 7 hours. 


When Chicago wakes up and acts 
upon the admogitions in THE TRIB- 
UNE’s Saturday morning. editorial, 
when, in short, it provides itself with 
adequate airport, then the Continen- 
tal company’s planes will land Muske- 
gon passengers in the heart of Chi- 
cago in an hour and a quarter after 
they have left Muskegon. The distance 
is 125 miles. 

Maybe such a service would not 
make business for us. And marbe it 
would! 

Looks Toward Chicago. 

Almost surely it would because, as 
Muskegon men say, “two-thirds of 
Muskegon’s interests are with Chicago 
and one-third with Detroit.” Automo- 
tively, of course, Muskegon is linked 
with Detroit, but in its other affairs, 
big, constructive, architectural affairs 
especially, it looks toward Chicago. 

So does Ludington, as you have 
proof when you see the charming 
Georgian theater of brick and stone 
which is being built in Ludington. Not 
a Detroit firm but Foltz & Company 
of Chicago are the architects. 

A score such instances of important 
new Riviera projects that are directly 
linked with Chicago came under my

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eyes during my week on the west 
Michigan coast. 

“Industries grow where they get 
started,’’ was another arresting line in 
Tue Trinune's editorial on airports. 

As industries make towns, that 
means that towns also grow where 
they get started. 

The interesting John Beukema of 
Muskegon, put it another way. 
“Cities,”’ said he, “are built where 
men build them,” meaning that they 
don't just inevitably grow by virtue of 
superior geographic or stronger declen- 
sive location. That theory seems to 
me to contradict history to some ex- 
tent, but John Beukema drove home 
his argument by adding: 

“ Bathhurst in West Africa, capital 
of the British colony of Gambia, is the 
logical center for the world’s greatest 
city. It is the logical center partly 
owing to the caravan routes that 
meet there and partly owing to the 
enormous richness of its hinterland. 
But Bathhurst is not, and will not be, 
the world’s greatest city because the 
men are not there to make it such. 
In its population of more than 6,000 
there are only 60 or 70 white men. 
Also, New York, was built not by au- 
tomatic propulsion of location but by 
men who chose to live in New York 
instead of in Norfolk, which has a bet- 
ter location.” 

How Cities Are Built. 

It is the bonvictions of men like 
John Beukema of Muskegon and 
George Nye of Manistee that make 
those towns believe in themselves and

The “break-your-match signs also 
mean that Michigan—at last and too 
late—has* learned its lesson\ in the 
matter of the pineries. Once the great 
commonwealth allowed them to be 
wantonly exploited as @ means for 
getting rich quick; today it is trying to 
save the pathetic remnants of them 
as a beauty asset, as a tourist asset. 
Unnecessary fires did almost as much 
damage as ruthless cutting in the old 
days of the unvisioned lumber barons. 
Fires can still do heavy damage. 

Hence the signs — “Break your 
match.” ... “ Help prevent fires.” . . 
. “Prevent forest fires—It pays.”... 
“Protect Michigan's beauty by care 
of your campfire.’’... “ Forest fires 
ruin fishing and hunting. Think it 
over.” 

The next sign you see as you tour 


along is not unlikely to be “ Rooms for 
Tourists." 
p You get the connection. So does 
Michigan. 


Some ever Learn It. 

But one town of our Riviera has not 
wholly learned its lesson, So recently 
that the deed still is a scandal in the 
nostrils of decent Muskegonites, some 
of their city officials chopped down 
rows of maples and elms lining Ter- 
race and Clay streets. Each row was 
four blocks long, and many of the 
trees had been planted sixty years be- 
fore by the pioneers. 

Can you imagine any crime against 
beauty more iniquitous? The alibi of 
the vandals was that downtown Mus- 
kegon needed more parking space!

Illinois Roads 
Open in Face of 


Autumn Storms 


UTUMN storms have struck the 
main highways about Chicago 
harder this year than usual, but 
Illinois pavements and gravel 

trunk lines in neighboring states have 
weathered the period without serious 
damage.

WORK-BENCH WISDOM 


KNOCKS AND NOISES. 


BY F. E. EDWARDS. 
[Chief Engineer Automobile Testing 
Laboratory. | 
HE most aggravatigg things that 
the automobile owner has to con- 
tend with are knocks or new 
noises that develop jp his motor. 
His @nexperience doesn't permit him 
to locate just what the causes are, 
and even if he is an expert driver, 
the noise may foo] him. 

A knock comes from some loose part 
and continual knocking will develop 
heat and besides’ will hammer the 
parts, pounding them out of shape. 
Sometimes this knock may be only 
pre-ignition, which the driver may 
easily identify and stop by retarding 
his spark on the quadrant. If that 
doesn’t relieve matters, the knock is 
from some looseness in the motor, may 
be loose pistons, wrist pins, connect- 
ing rods, valve tappets, or push rods, 
and should be located and remedied 
as soon as possible. P 


These knocks are readily located 
with the proper instruments and facili- 
ties. Some knocks are harder to iden- 
tify, such a ring knock, which was 
the case in one of our tests. A car 
had just been overhauled by the owner 
who had his own facilities for doing 


the work, and when the car was ready 
to run, there was a slight kagck in 
the motor, which annoyed him. By 
our process we eliminated the pistons, 
wrist pins, connecting rods, tappets, 
and timing gears from the picture. 
We then proceeded to localize the nolse 
with stethoscopes, and reported that 
it was either a broken ring on number 
three cylinder or a slight boss knock 
on that cylinder. Upon investigation, 
the owner found that a broken ring 
on number three piston was the mis 
chief maker. It is sometimes the case 
that knocks are wrongly diagnosed, 
and the work done does not remedy 
the noise. Then something else has 
to be done and the knock Is finally 
located by the cut and try method. 

Another noise which was annoying 
an owner was a severe vibrating noise 
in the motor. This was traced to the 
fan and the cause proved by discon- 
necting that offending member from 
the operation. 


Almost all motors have what are 
termed periodic vibrations, which will 
start other loose parts about the car 
vibrating. This periodic vibration, 
however, will be always at the same 
speed, probably over a range of three 
miles, say from 36 to 39 miles per 
hour. It is very good practice to 


either drive under or over these speeds.

*“That as vehicular traffic density 
increases, every reasonable effort be 
made to expedite movement and make 
it more safe by the use of pavement 
markings, traffic signs and signals, the 
designation of one way and ‘through’ 
streets, the employment of adequate 
trained traffic officers, and other aids 
to traffic safety and facilitation; and 
that traffic ordinances and parking reg- 
niations give recognition to the mani- 
fold interests represented by public 
transportation vehicles.

MAN AIDS TRADE 
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PART 


OF OLDER SORT

Was it such a hard summer on the 
foe man after all? 

» Early in August a market commen- 
tator said, “Presumably one of the 
effects of the heavy sale of electric re- 
frigerators has been a falling off in 
profits of ice companies.” 

, Whether this is true cannot be defi- 
Ritely stated, but it is significant that 


among the relatively few large con- 


cerns failing to report earnings dur- 
img the first half of 1926, as large as’ 
during the same period of 1925 4s the. 
American Ice company. 

- But now that summer is over it is 

nning to appear that a cold spring 
Rad a good deal more to do with it 
than the new competitor. 

John Nickerson & Co. write as follows: 
“You probably will be interested in 
knowing that from surveys made recent- 
ly it will appear that the leading ice 
comparties will this year show sales and 
profits comparing favorably with those 
ef last year, whiich was the banner year 
% the’ ice industry. This is attributed to 
the fact that increased attention has 
been given to the importance of refriger- 
ation in the household as a result of ex- 
tensive advertising by electrieal refrig- 
eration. people and by ice companies. As 
@ result, there is awakened public inter- 
est in this matter and the ice companies 
are doing an excellent business, develop- 
ing both new customers and converting 
seasonal buyers into regular customers.” 


The battle of ice recalls that artificial 
fce manufacture, which got under way 
fn the south as a commercial proposition 
in the seventies, still is gaining on natu- 
ral ice, but never has yet tapped the pos- 
sibilities of its markets as some other 
industries have done. This is shown by 
the discrepancies between cities as to its 
use. Dallas, Tex., seems to lead the 
world in per capita consumption, and 
there is no natural reason why Dallas 
should need so much more ice than At- 
lanta or Los Angeles. The fact that 
there are only about 13,500,000 regriger- 
ators in American homes as compared to 
over 17,000,000 telephones and 20,000,000 
motor vehicles shows that the ice man 
has more people to initiate than have 
the makers of low priced autos. 

In ten years the per capita consump- 
tion of artificial ice in America rose 
from 480 pounds per capita to 700 pounds. 
By 1936, according to Walter G. Smaud- 
er; the consumption will reach 950 
pounds, and but for the new competition 
Would result in a production of 62,250,000 
tons yearly against 40,000,000 tons in 
1925. Based on ‘income calculations and 
the experience of utilities in selling other 
appliances, he estimates that by 1936 
there will.be 2,000,000 household refrig- 
erating machines in use, reducing the de- 


‘mand for ice by 8,000,000 tons—leaving a 


production of 54,250,000 tons. 

However, these estimates may not pan 
eut—there may be substantial tncreases 
of purchasing power and a decided 
cheapening of machines. That happened 
to the automobile tndustry and upset 
most early calculations. 

But on the other hand the present 
feé industry is not confronted by any 
such decided and revolutionary differ- 
ences as existed between the auto and 
the horse. The possibilities of improv- 
ing its services and employing aggres- 
sive salesmanship are vast and have al- 
ready yielded results in the new compe- 
tition. Sales of refrigerating machines

Seven to Own Building. 


The building, as yet unnamed, is to 
have several interesting features. It's 
to be a codperative venture of Mr.

Art Commission Gives 


Some Advice. 


Choose a good architect when you 
get ready to build, is the advice given 
prospective builders by the new Evans- 
ston art commission in a bulletin of 
hints on construction just issued. The 
commission, of which Thomas E. Tall- 
madge of Tallmadge & Watson, Chi- 
cago architects, is head, also warns’ 
against what it calls “perhaps the 
greatest evil in “architecture—sham,”’ 
“The most important and first con- 
sideration is the skill and experience 
of the person to whom the design of 
the building is intrusted,”’ the bulletin 
reads. ‘Thomas Jefferson demon- 
strated that a man need not be a pro- 
fessional architect te build a beautiful 
building, but the days of the amateur 
architect for structures of any size 
are about over.

HE biggest pop corn belt in Amer- 
ica, centering. around Odebolt, 
Ia., beat Jack Frost around’ the 
corner only a few days. Ninety- 

five per cent of the crop ‘was far 

enough along in its final stages of ma- 
turity to escape the early killing frosts 

that blanketed Iowa on Sept. 24 and 25. 

John J. Roche, a pop corn expert at 
Odebolt, after making a survey of the 
fields following the heavy frosts, says 
that 95 per cent of the pop corn crop 
has passed the frost damage stage and 
will mature fine ears. 

It is roughly estimated that in the 
Odebolt district this season there are 
probably as much as 7,500 acres of pop 
corn. J. A. Hafner of the Cracker 
Jack company, Chicago, says the yield 


more fortunate than farmers in other 
states. Conditions throughout the sea- 
son Have been favorable in the Odebolt 
district, where the yield is expected to 
run from 800 to 1,300 pounds to the 
acre more than in the district around 
Arthur, Ia., five miles west of Ode- 
bolt. 

The big supply of pop corn-to be 
picked in the Odebolt territory no 
doubt will be needed to make up for 
the shortage in other districts. At 
North Loop, Neb., another one of the 
big pop corn districts, dry weather, 
coupled with damage from the early 
frosts, has lowered the yield, according 
to reports coming to Mr. Hafner. Even 
the Odebolt growers had cut down 
their acreage because of the supply 
on hand from last year’s crop. They 
often raise 10,000 acres, which is prob- 
ably 2,500 acres more than this sea-

A single tagged stalk was 
found 282 miles down the Ohio river 
from the place where it originally en- 
tered the stream.

ARIS.—A group of Americag ex- 

patriates were sitting around the 

Ritz lobby in Paris not long ago 

and sémeone suggested that a 

Club should be starfed for the alimony 
queens in the city. - 

Whereupon the usual violent argu- 
ment on the subject of divorce ensued. 
Should one. or should one ndt? Is mar- 
riage an institution that should be 
preserved or dissolved? And t of 
all, is Paris really the divorce m 
ecprrent rumor? 

Dismissing the talk about the finest 
institution in the world if you strike 
right and stick fairly to your bargain, 
the question of Paris as the quick-and- 
easy and overworked divorce market 
intrigued our interest. With authori- 
ties right ‘round the corner, there was 
no meed to prolong the debate. We ap- 


plied at the office of Charles G. Loe 


one of the best known divorce lawye 
in the city) who quite frankly pro- 
fessed that he does not like the idea of 
divorcees, personally. That is, he 
thinks people ought not to marry until 
they are sure, and if they hre sure 
enough to marry they ought to be 
willing to work hard enough to put it 
over successfully. 
" “And when’I say work, I mean 
work,”” he announced. “You can't 
build up a successful business just by 
putting up a sign of partnership. Sign- 
ing the marriage papers amounts to 
that and I think most people get out 
of marriage just wnat they are willing 
to do for it. “ 

“ However, if two people really want 
a divorce, wild horses won't stop 
them from getting it, and if they pre- 
fer to come to Paris, why not—if they 
have the price?” 


About the Ins and Outs. . 


‘Mr. Loeb naturally knows all the 
ins and outs of the game., He knows 
when you can get the knot ywntied and 
when you can't. He knows all the 
whys and wherefores. He handled the 
famous Frank J. Gould case, in which 
fdith Kelly Gould was divorced and 
granted only three thousand francs 


alimony a month, not enough to pay 


for the upkeep of a modern coiffure. 

So let Mr. Loeb teli one thing. There 
are plenty who are eager to get a di- 
vorce in Paris. But they want their 
alimony fixed fm the good old land of 
the free and generous alimony provi- 
ders. The ordinary French dge 
makes about as mueh in a year as 
one of our fair to middling typists. 
And a Frenchman doesn’t Believe that 
a lot of money is gooa for woman. A 
few “hundred francs a month would 
appear quite a lot to him to give to 
a woman who stampeded her job as 
wife. 

So, before they come to Paris to 
get the divorce, the preliminary sepa- 
ration papers disposing of all financial 
matters [and children, if there are 
any] are arranged by the wise. 

“But what’s.all the shooting for?’ 
Mr. Loeb asks, comfortably seated in 
his office just off the Opera. “ Every- 
body likes to come to Paris, to begin 
with. It is a wonderful city. If you 
nre determined to go through the busi- 
ness of divorce and you can afford it, 
«hy not do it pleasantly?” 

More Smoke Than Fire. 


This‘ is an argument unanfmously 


‘agreed/ upon, you'll admit. A painless 


operation perférmed between window 
shopping and plans for alimony spend- 
ing [if you get it] on the Rue de la 

ix. 

However, Mr..Loeb says there is 
much more smoke than fire to all you 
hear about the number of divorces 
granted in Paris. There were only 
about three hundred given Americans 
last year., The proportions, he admits, 
grow a little larger each year, but not 
enough to get excited about. Not 
nearly so large an increase, in fact, 
as the increase in the states, them- 
selves. 

“This getting a French divorce is 
a matter of business,’ continued the 
lawyer. “I think the preliminary 
stage of unhappiness that any couple 
goes through before they agree to sep- 
arate is the most tragic situation in 
life. Most people give up toe easily,~ 
too. But once they get as far as the 
lawyer's office, the main question is 
how to settle matters with dignity, 
fairness and haste. | 

“But Paris is no~divorce mill. I'll 
bet there are more divorces granted in 
Reno in a month than in Paris during 
a year,’ he hazarded., 

It’s like this, according to Mr. Loeb’s 
explanation. People with money have 
innumerable advantages over those 
with none. If two people can’t get 
along, but have only small salary to 
live on they manage to patch things 
up. Sometimes you'll find within a 
year they are thanking their stars 
they had to stick it out, because they 
discoyered, after all, they would not 
have beén happy apart. 

“Tha two little bears,” Mr. Loeb 
philosophizes, “ bear and forbear, you 
know. That’s a lesson lets of married 
people never learn.” 

When people have too much money 
the way out is too easy. “If the wife 
doesn’t get her way twice running, or 
if the husband objects to the way the 
little woman has her hair cut, off they 
go to the divorce court.” 

Why Publicity Arises. 


One hears a great deal about people 
running over to Paris, establishing a 
residence, and coming back home with 
the papers signed and sealed, in a 
month. But it is actually more in- 
volved than that, although there is 
little to stand in the way of getting a

logical it is that notoriety is given to 
many divorces obtained here. There 
are good reasons, he says. One is that 
it costs about $6,000 to obtain one. If 
a person can afford that little extrava- 
gance, he must. be fairly wealthy. 
Being wealthy, he is more or less 
known, and being well known, every- 
thing he does gets into the home pa- 
mers. If it gets into the papers, every- 
body talks about the divorce, and 
there you are. You hear a lot of talk 
about somebody’s Paris divorce, and 
by the time the decree is finally grant- 
ed you fancy you've heard about fifty 
cases instead of one. 

The French divorce laws are practi- 
cally the same as they have always 
been. It is just as easy to get a di- 
vorce in Paris as it used to be, pro- 
vided you have the grounds and the 
money. You don’t need to invent 
causes in this city. There is less 
hypocrisy about it here, Mr. Loeb 
thinks. | 
™ The technic‘of the Paris divorce ts 
this: The French court insists on re. 
ceiving a certificate stating the divorce 
laws of the state from which the plain- 
tiff comes. The American attorney, 
representing the plaintiff, must enum- 
erate for the judge the causes on 
which a decree ean be granted in that 
state. 

On the face of it, that would seem to 
make it hard to get a divorce. But 
apparently not. If an American comes 
to Paris and establishes a bona fide 
residence, he can obtain a divorce:on 
same grounds that a 
Frenchman can. This is managed 
under a department of international! 
law called the Theorie du Renvoi. 

Softening the Charges. 

In New York, for instance, adultery 
ia the only ground for divorce. There 
is still enough of the Puritan streak 
in the average divorce gambler; ap- 
parently, to resent the ugly term, even 
though it is admitted quite openly 
that mobody believes it when inserted 
as a charge. 

New Yorkers can, if they establish 
residence here, get their divorce, then, 
on any other charge they wish, pro- 
vided they find it distasteful to use 
the home chafge. 

Suppose you come from South Caro- 
lina, which is one of the states where 
you cannot be divorced on any grounds 
whatsoever? That wouldn't prev@h: 
you from getting a-Paris divorce if you 
were. hell-bent-for-freedom. Establish- 
ing the domicile in France is the so- 
lution. Once you have accomplished 
the domicile you can sue on any 
grounds you like, providing they come 
under the French law. The interna- 
tional code has accepted the law of 
domicile in precedence to that of na- 
tionality. 

By this sophisticated method of rea- 
soning, the French courts and Amer- 
ican lawyers consider that they are 
applying the law of New York or Cal- 
ifornia, or Indiana, when they grant 
an American domiciled in France a 
decree on grounds not admitted in the 
laws of the state from which the plain- 
tiff comes. But this law, like so many 
others, seems to have been made just 
to be broken. : 

Three Weeks Will Do It. 

One can get a divorce in about three 
weeks In Paris, if you file a suit nam- 
ing the grounds that are legitimate in 
your state. That is, Mrs. A. can get 
the divorce if Mr. A. either appears 
or sends his admission of guilt or 
assent, via his attorney. 

In America it’s just the other way 
round. If the defendant is willing to 
let the divorce go through, the one 
important thing is not to appear or 
te take any notice whatsoever of the 
goings on. 

If the defendant in a Parisian case 
is too bysy to come to France and 
does not hire a lawyer to represent 


him it will take a couple of months.

When one says “he,” meaning the 
guilty party, it is a matter of form 
more than anything else. Most of the 
divorces granted in Paris are on 
grounds of incompatibility. But the

he’s being “a gentleman, which, Mr. 
Loeb says, “is thé last vestige of chiv- 
airy in this gross material, unromantic 
world.” 

Stories of charlatanism practiced on 
divorce seekers are afloat, such as the 
one about women who have gone 
home waving a badge of freedom which 
turned out to be a worthless piece of 
paper. You can go back home fo your 
husband with a surprise haircut, but 
not with a surprise divorce diploma 
and the women who are being preyed 
upon by the shyster lawyers are those 
who think they can accomplish a di- 
vorce without the knowledge of their 
mates. A husband has to help his wife 
get a Paris divorce and that is ail 
there is to it. You cf&in’t slip one over 
on hirh. 


“Some women would get gypped buy- 
ing buttons at the five and ten,” says 
Mr. Loeb, “ so they ought t@be warned 
against what shyster lawyers there are 
in Paris. Any one who seriously con- 
templates a French divorce will first 
consult a reputable attorney at home 
and set out knowing most of the ropes. 

“It is one of the world’s greatest 
luxuries, a divorce in gay Paree. The 
least you can get one for, say, if the 
lawyer is a friend of the family and all 
that, is about twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars. Then you have to pay the lawyer 
back home, in addition. 

“The reason the alimony is settled 
in America is because it is the only 
Way a° woman Can get a reasonable 
sum. Also, any judgment awarded by 
a French court is taxed by the govern- 
ment. Children under 10 will always 
be given to the mother, if. that issue 
is brought in France, which is rarely 
done, however. 

“Yes, it’s a funny business,” says 
Mr. Loeb. “The most ardent young 
bridegroom will growl if his marriage 
expenses run up. But if he wants a 
divorce, the sky is the limit. Because, 
as I said at the start, if people want a 
divorce, wild horses won’t stop them. 
What it’s all leading up to I wouldn't 
even try to guess. But I have one 
idea, and that is that the children 
who have suffered from these casually 
disrupted unions are going to have vio- 
lent revulsions against divorce and in- 
augurate again the good old fashioned

Happier, in fact, 
because if they have any imagination 
they certainly cannot help knowing 
that a big church wedding is in a way 
a “show” and anybody who wishes 
has a right to criticize humorously and 
otherwise anything in the nature of a 
show. 


Defying the Rules.

T IS only on rare occasions that 

we find a house completely fur- 

nished according to the dictates of 

some particular period. And as a 
general rule, we learn that those who 
live in that house have another house 
or an apartment, done in a less formal 
style, in which they spend the greater 
part of their time. The period house 
is so liable to resemble a museum that 
it almost invariably dampens our 
spirits.. We appreciate its beauty in 
@ quiet, contemplative way, but we 
simply couldn’t be so sacrilegious as 
to have a roaring good time in it. For 
comfortable, cheerful living, simple 
furnishings of lines and color 
take precedence over those of stiffly 
formal settings. 

Reflecting the happy nature of i 
inhabitants is a delightfully comfort 
able and colorful little house which 

4 has just been completed. A fan 
lighted doorway opens into the most 
inviting of entrance halls. Here the 
wainscoting, woodwork, and mantel 
are painted a deep, soft green. Above 
the wainscoting, an ivory paper shows 

“scenic medallions in tones of green. 
At the open fireplace, directly oppo- 
site the front door, polished brass ac- 
cessories are used. Above the man- 
tel hangs a large mirror in a dull gokd 
frame, and on the mantel shelf are 
placed a pair of gold and ivory vases 
and a decorative gold clock. A love 
seat, upholstered in dull rose velvet, 
stands at one side of the fireplace, 
and at the other side a little arm chair, 
upholstered to match, is accompanied 
by a low, round table on which a gold 
lamp is placed. The lamp has a shade 
of dull rose taffeta, finely plaited, and 
is finished with soft, green ruchings.

room. On each of these is an elec- 
trically equipped candelabra of old 
brass and crystal. 


Doors at each side of the reception 
hall lead into the living room and into 
the dining room.

A marbie 
topped coffee table is conveniently set 
before it. 

At the other side of the fireplace, 
to complete this friendly grouping, is 
a commodious arm chair, done in green 
and taupe wool damask. It is ac- 
companied by a wrought iron reading 
lamp, with an adjustable bracket, fitted 
with a natural colored parchment 
shade, banded in jade green and dec- 
orated with circles of green, mauve, 
and old blue.

FINE POINTS ABOUT IRONING. 
N ironing board and iron are a 
necessary part of a sewing 
equipment. A. sleeve board is 
also a convenience, and some- 
times where the seam to be pressed 
‘belongs to a sash or:tie string,’for in- 
stance, an unvarnished broom handle 
or even smaller stick is best .o use. 

No matter what you are sewing on, 
if it isn’t perfectly smootif it should 
be made so. No sewing can be well 
done with crumple4 cloth. 

To take out creases that are often 
in materials when boughty press on the 
length on the wrong side, never let- 
ting the iron stay long enough in one 
spo leave a mark. If the material 
will stand dampening, a piece of cheese 
cloth can be wrung tightly out of luke 


warm water and laid over the crease, 
with a piece of heavy cotton cloth over 
it. Run the iron over lightly, so as 
to steam the material, then remove 
the cheese cloth an@ press over the 
muslin and finally remove that, press- 
ing the material perfectly dry and 
smooth. 

Where seams are finished with bind- 
ing ribbon, these bound edges should 
be well pressed with the tip of an iron 
before laying the seam over the round 
stick to press open. The seam, if 
pressed on a flat board, will show the 
outline of the edges on both sides. 
But if a round stick is used the iron 
will not touch the seam edges at all. 
Often when pressing dress seams open 
one finds small creases have .been 
ironed in on the right side. These 
should be pressed out at once. 

Where a curved seam is to be 
pressed, put it on the round stick and 
only press a short distance at a time; 
then shift the seam further along on 
the stick until the entire length has 
been pressed. 

When necessary to press silk be 
sure that the iron is only warm and 
never press on the right side unless 
a piece of cloth is laid between the 


iron and silk. Never let the iron 
stay long in ore place, either, but 
keep it moving either straight across 
or straight up and down the material. 

Pressing tucks so they will look well 
is something that needs especial care. 
Stand an iron up on the back end, 
hold the tucks firmly between the 
hands, with the tucks running down- 
ward, and run over the iron. Hold- 
ing them out tight will not. only press 
the tucks well, but will press the ma- 
terial under and between them. The 
tucks will not have that flattened ap- 
pearance so often seen, but take care 
that the iron is not hot enough to 
scorch. Pressing velvet or any ma- 
terial having a “pile’’ can be more 
easily done by two than by one per- 
son. The iron is held bottom side 
up by one person and the velvet is 
passed wrong side down over the iron 
by the other person. It is necessary 
to hold it quite tight so it will keep 
smooth, and in order not to have the 
marks of the fingers show, hold a 
small piece of velvet in each hand, 
with the pile touching the piece to be

Before a group of windows in the 
wall space opposite the fireplace a long 
carved walnut table is placed.

The Test of a Well Cooked Vegetable.

Vegetables, which retain thelr true 
character best when cooked in the 
briefest time possible. Of course, the 
process reduces the bulk greatly, in 
the case of greens, and that is ad- 
vantageous whether the product is to 
be canned or used immediately. And 
for obvious reasons much leas water 
can then be used in the cooking. 


Combinations of Vegetables. 


Combinations of vegetables seem to 
extend the variety of vegetables at our 
service, and with a little practios one 
soon can work out some favorites such 
as the following hash or stuffing, 

Vegetable Stuffing or Hash. 

The following vegetable mince may 
be used for stuffing a cabbage—to be 
cooked afterward usually—-green pep- 
pers, and eggplant, or it may be cooked 
and used as a border for buttered 
boiled rice, or as just hash: One 
medium sized onion, one stalk of cel- 
ery, one-half green pepper, one-half 
cup of groufid carrot. The quantities 
may be multiplied to suit. Cut two 
slices of bacon fine and cook them in 
the frying pan, then put in the vege- 
tables and cook them gently for half 
an hour without browning them, with 
thé pan well cOvered. Then add one 
cooked and chopped beet. People who 
think they do not like vegetgbies, no 
matter how much they need them, will 
eat this. 
Cooked Lettuce. 

At this season lettuce greens may be 
one of our least expensive greens, 
especially if we have some going to 
waste in the garden, or going to seed. 
Tip and leaf and stem of the latter 
may be cooked to excellence, remem-. 
bering that it is the leafy vegetables 
that give us the most valuable vitamin. 
Prettier garnishes for cooked foods 
are made with cooked lettuce than with 
the raw, and are more edible. With 
meat gruvies, chopped boiled eggs, and 
other vegetables, cooked lettuce may 
be made to have considerable body as 
a dish. With a rich brown gravy it is 
Spanish and if we want French desig- 
nations for our cooked lettuce we may 
find at least one hundred and fifty of 
them. Chiffonade is one. 

Chiffonade Lettuce I. 

Chiffonade means literally made into 
rags, but the lettuce with this name is 
cut like slaw when it is used raw for 
a salad. In cooking lettuce it is an 
advantage to cut it so. Inspect and 
wash the lettuce thoroughly, gather up 


a handful of it and cut across, using a 
board. Put it in a pan, pour boiling 
water over it, pour this off, and drain 
the lettuce, then put with it one table- 
spoon Of butter for what would 
amount to one large head of leaf let- 
tuce and under a cover cook until] the 
lettuce is tender. Season it with a bit 
of salt and use it plain as a vegetable, 


or as a garn’sh, or cold with a salad4 


dressing, or hot with any sauce you 
like and can make expertly. 
Chiffonade Lettuce II. 


We might label the above. recipe 
grass green cooked lettuce, and this 
one olive green cooked lettuce. The 
difference is that the above lettuce is 
blanched, while if, affer we have cut 
it up slaw fashion, we cook the lettuce 
without blanching it we get the olive 
color, and also we get the full benefit 
of the bitter principle in it, and this is 
probably good for us. Add the butter, 
in amount ag above, to the cut up let: 
tuce, cover the pan quickly so the 
steam formed will prevent it from | 
wilting, and cook till tender over a 
gentle fire, after a quick start. 

Cooking Spinach. 

All greens should be thoroughly 
washed, but it is best to pick them 
over dry and do any necessary paring. 
In.the case of spinach the leaves may 
be cut off, if desirable, and the hearts 
cooked separately. They are interest- 
ing so, and seem like a different vege-| 
table. If you value the best thing that 
spinach can do for you, do not use 
soda in cooking it. It may be blanched 
in live steam, or for two or three min- 


utes in boiling water, with the thor- 


ough cold rinse. Then cook gently 
in no. more water than clings to it 
after being lifted out of the cold rinse. | 
There is likely to be a certain disagree: | 
able quality to spinach which is not. 
blanched. It takes but a few minutes 
of gentle cooking to gct spinach leaves | 
soft enough to cut with a spoon, | 

Spinach is one of the vegetables! 
which, like potato, should be prepared | 
at the last minute, and not as much | 
@s a tablespoon of free cooking water. 
should be in the serving dish. One 
way to prevent this esthetic disaster 
is to sieve the cooked spinach, and dry. 
it for a brief time over a fierce fire, ' 
after adding a little butter, with con- 
stant stirring. After that it may be 
seasoned further and finished in a lit- 
tle cream or hot meat stock, in either 
of which it may be near perfection. | 
Other cooked vegetables besides spin- 
ach may lack quality because of the) 
presence of some of the cooking water | 
which in many cases can be entirely 
cooked out at the minute the vegetable | 
is done. A thin white sauce added’ 
to spinach sieved and dried out makes 
excellent spinach soups, yet some spin- | 
ach water in the sauce is worth while, | 
which seems a paradox. 2 


Creamed Spinach.* 


‘If correctly cooked, spinach need not : 
have a strong flavor, but when it dues 
this may be softened by cream or a, 
sauce. If one cup of medium white | 
sauce ts added to four cups of chopped 
spinach, while both are hot, and they 
are served hot, this supreme member 
of the tron bearing vegetables is both 
daintier and softer to the taste.

There is a lot of verve and elegance 
to this model, and it has, at the same time, a kind 
of debutante simplicity that marks it for the young 
lady of not too much experience, at least in looks.

The piecework 
on this frock is a good deal more complicated, with

The rest of the gown is made of black 
georgette, a good substantial quality, and com- 
pletely covered with a fine embroidery in silver 
thread. Placed as it is over a straight slip of silver 
lamé, this frock produces an effect of moonlight on 
dark water, which is most poetic. Paris is just 
reveling in this dark and mysterious combination 
for the winter evening gown, and there isn’t a cou- 
turer who has omitted putting several black and 
silver evening dresses and as many ebon and silver 
evening coats into his collection. Looks sad and 
mysterious, and at the same time daring and a trifle 
vampish. 

The Parisienne loves black and silver, and gets 
any of the above mentioned effects with a frock in 
these colors by, simply putting on a heavy or light 
makeup to set the mind of the onlooker in the direc- 
tion she wants.

trunk it will accommodate. There is 
a tremendous difference in staterooms 
and though the outside are the better 
they are not always the most expen- 
sive. Outside of the busy season if 
you do not like your stateroom, or 
stateroom companion, the ship’s pur- 
ser may be able to do something bet- 
ter for you, but during the rush sea- 
son there is small hope of being 
changed to more congenial quarters. 
e you have no particular steamship 
line in mind for your trip, the prob- 
lem of securing accommodations either 
to Europe or from it is best solved for 
you by dealing through a reliable 
agency. These agencies represent all 
the lines, offering you a wide choice 
in the matter of boats. They charge 
no more than you would pay the steam- 
ship company direct. They collect 
their commissions from the steamship 
companies, not from you. You pay a 
deposit on your reservation, the bal- 
afice to be taken up a couple of weeks 
before sailing when you are notified 
that it is due. 
Applying for a Passport. 

You get your passport application 
blank by writing either to the Bureau 
of Passports, State department, Wash- 
ington, D. C., or by applying to the 
clerk of any United States district 
court or state court at your county 
seat. Resident aliens to the nearest

consul of the country of which they 
are citizens to get all necessary infor- 
mation. A re-entry permit to the 
United States will be necessary for 
the alien and apfplication for this 
should be made to the Commissioner 
General of Immigration at Washing- 
ton, D. C.

jit, even when it was upon him. 


By H. L. Mencken. 

HE bawling against the bolsheviki that still goes on in 
certain 100 per cent American journals, and especially 
in certain of the journals of Wall street, is hard to 
understand. As a matter of fact, it must be plain to 

even @ congressman or @ cockroach that the Red peril is now 
as dead in this vast, sweating, and Christian republic as the 
peril of Swedenborgianism or phrenology. And it must be 
equally plain that bolshevism killed it. 

There was a ticklish time, just after the war, when a 
certain amount of Red blather undoubtedly circulated in the 
United States, and was listened to gravely by the more 
romantic variety of half-wits, One heard, in those days, that 
one big union was being formed, and that presently the 
hewers 6f wood and drawers of water would leap out of the 
ditch and seize the government. The parlor Socialists, throw- 
Ang off the uniforms that they had hastily put on in 1917, 
rejoiced and were exceedingly glad, and there was a buzz 
of anticipation among the surviving liberals. Wall street 
was frankly alarmed, and yelled for help to its valets and 
crumb gobblers in the American Federation of Labor. 

But then came the famine in Russia and the collapse of 
bolshevism—and after that even the parlor Socialists began 
to cough sadly behind their hands. Did the correspondents 
of the capitalistic press misrepresent nd defame the bol- 
sheviki? Then not enough to conceal the bitter truth. That 
truth was presently brilliantly plain, Bolshevism was a 
colossal and ignominious failure. The poor of Russia were 
poorer than they ever had been before. The whole country 
was plunged into disorder, filth, misery, and woe. And it 
kept on: slambanging downhill, madly and dizzily, until the 
boss bolsheviki themselves, convinced against their will, aban- 
doned half of the chief tenets of bolshevism and set up what 
is now, to all intents and purposes, a capitalistic state—a 
fourth rate one, perhaps, as Nicaragua and Portugal are 
fourth rate ones, but still a capitalistic state. It is run today 
by bolsheviki playing at banking. I¢t will be run tomorrow 
by bankers playing at bolshevism. ‘And day after tomorrow 
t will be run by bankers in propria’ persona, 

As I say, this lesson has not been lost upon the plain 
people of our incomparable federal union. They are, in the 
main, excessively stupid, but they are not so stupid that they 
cannot tell a hawk from a handsaw. If they ever had any 
belief in the millennium of the Reds, they have been cured 
of that lief. They no longer bellow for the American 
Legion when a stray Red arises on his soap box and begins to 
denounce Henry Ford; they simply laugh at him. 

All the chief radical organizations are in a state of de- 
moralization and impotency. The I. W. W., once so formi- 
dable in the far west, is now reduced to small news items on 
the inside pages: its old gaudy doings are so far abandoned 
that it can scarcely muster a quorum in any reputable jail. 
The Farmer:-Labor party, if it survives at all, survives only 
on the bleak steppes along the Canadian border, where a 
man must be indignant or freeze to death. The committee of 
forty-eight, poisoned by a too gluttonous gulping of issues, is 
ro more. The miscellaneous followers of the late Dr. La 
Follette become more regular every day. 

Even the Socialists seem to be down and out. They are 
divided into half a dozen warring factions, and spend most of 
their time denouncing one another for treason. It is impos- 
sible to make.out what they are after, or how they propose to 
get it. If, seeking light, one starts to read a Socialist paper, 
one is sure to be warned by sOme alarmed comrade; soon or 
late, that it is run by scabs and is in the pay of Judge Elbert 
H. Gary,*the Santa Claus of old Sam Gompers. Nine-tenths 
of the well heeled parlor Socialists took to the sewers during 
the war, and have never emerged since. The movement is 
thus short of money, and hence running under low steam. 
Ten years ago it was in the drawing room, and as respectable 
as birth control, near east relief, or the Junior league. Now it 
has gone back to the rear rooms of fourth rate saloons. 

What amazes me is that a folly so palpably feeble should 
get so much discussion and inspire so much terror. In some 
of the great organs of right thinking, daily and weekly, it is 
talked of as if it were in full blast among us and menacing 
every one. There is alWays the hint that it has unnumbered 
dupes under cover, and that they are preparing, with the aid 
of Russian gold, to rise up some night, massacre the army and 


in the White House, A great fear seems to underly all this 
nonsense, and it is difficult to rationalize it. Does a guilty 
conscience inspire it? Or are its springs to be found in the 
natural cowardice of capitalism? | 

The second theory is probably better than the first. Indus- 
trial capitalism, as we now know it, is something relatively 
new in the world, and its power is still far from secure. The 
mob is restless under it, and at any moment may rise against 
it and do it vast damage, or even destroy it. Worse, it is 
menaced by other forces, dimly seen but apparently of high 
potency. They appear in Italy under the guise of Fascism. 
Fascism, at the moment, defends capitalism against the 
workers and especially against the intelligentsia. But what 
is to prevent it, on some horrible tomorrow, switching to the 
other side? 

Whatever the cause, capitalism is skittish everywhere, 
and full of wild alarms whenever a noise is heard behind the 
door. Nowhere does it show the calm assurance that used 
to be so characteristic of the old aristocracy. Even when it 
is blatant, it is blatant in an artificial and unconvincing way. 
It seems to be somewhat doubtful, itself, about its place in 
civilization, and hence about its security. The baron, going to 
bed at night, snored peacefully and innocently. He simply 
could not imagine his own extinction; he refused to believe in 
But the traders and money 
lenders who now rule the world have no such confidence. They 
are always seeing burglars under the bed and the glint of 
steel, and gmelling their own blood. So they do a good deal 
of caterwauling and viewing with alarm. 

* 

I believe that they concern themselves unduly. Capi- 
talism is not only safe in the world today; it is probably safe 
in @he United States for a century to come. For its deficien- 
cies, however eloquently they are presented, are always seen, 
on fair inspection, to be less than its merits, and so the 
common sense of the American people runs in its favor. The 
Utopians who propose that it be abandoned for something 
else are ail obviously balmy. The something else that even 
the most intelligent of them offers is ten times worse, and 
the something else that the rank and file dtgam of is plainly 
insane. 

The m tional objections to capitalism almost always 
turn out, when they are examined, to be objections, not to 
the thing itself, but to individuals who misuse it. This or 
that capitalist oppresses his employés; another one throws 
his wealth on the side of prohibition, or fundamentalism, or 
service, or some other such folly; yet another, having at- 
tained to political power, employs it corruptly. But saying 
all that is simply saying that no conceivable scheme for run- 
ning the world can ever be perfect, or secure against rogues 
and fools. Suppose we had socialism? Is there any assurance 
that all of the boss Socialists would be intelligent and honest? 
There is not. On the contrary, there is-every assurance that 
a majority of them would be either idiots or scoundrels, and 
maybe both. 

The Russian adventure has surely rammed that capital 
fact home. I am convinced that most of the men who set 
up the soviet government were wholly honest, and that many 
of them were of high"intelligence. To dismiss Lenin as a 
mere maniac is nonsense; he was worth 10,000 Coolidges. 
But one man could not’ run 4 great state—not even @ man, 
with a touch of genius. He had to take in helpers—and when 
he took in helpers he téok in self-seekers and exploiters. 
They quickly reduced Russia to chaos and the Russians to 
misery. They did it more rapidly and more thoroughly than 
any imaginable posse of capitalists could have done it. That 
is the point to be remembered, That is the sufficient answer 
to the romantics who still a@mire them.

“Sandalwood” Is Good Play. 


“‘ Sandalwood’ is a good drama, being composed of true 
stuff and interesting in the telling. But it is one of those 
distressingly human domestic tragic comedies that the mar- 
ried set shuns and the youngér generation laughs at or 


better things of'the season. She has no great variety, but 
her feeling is unerring for the mystified, loyal, determined, 
primitively feminine type of woman. 

In “ Sandalwood ” she is such a wife to Eddfe Carpenter. 
Eddie is dying of sleeping sickness. Eddie, in fact, wants to 
die, having tasted of life and found it bitter. It is a piffling 
word and all its people are piffing, especially relatives and 
wives. Then Faith Waring, a gorgeous young pagan Eddie 
had met and spent a lot of time with before his illness, breaks 
into his sickroom and announces that she had come to nurse 
him back to health and ltife and happiness. Let wives and 
relatives raiJl. If they want to save Eddie's life they will 
have.to give way, for she is the only one who can inspire 
him with any desire to live. 

At the doctor’s suggestion they do give way and Faith 
moves in: Mrs. Eddie, whose name is Lucy, is not beaten. 
She is merely obediently sacrificial. No woman can really 

She knows and they will see! 
As soon as he gets well he will come back to her! 


Waiting Apparently Wins. 

Pathetically she waits. Sometimes she is just outside the 
sickroom door, thanking the unrelenting Faith for+the privi- 
lege of peeking in at her own husband. And when Faith 
tells her there is no love for her left in Eddie’s heart, that 
when he is well they, she and Ed, are going away together 
in search of the real happiness that can only come with under- 
standing, complete freedom, and higher spiritual outlook, she 
smiles a wry, sad little smile, dashes a tear or two away, and 
bids her wait and see. 

In the end she wins. As Eddie gets back his physical 
strength his pagan courage slowly oozes out of him. Life is 
fearfully trite and disgusting, with a lot of carbon copy people 
around all the time, and his true love for Faith’ is mighty 
holding. But—still—there is Lucy, and there is a man’s duty. 
and everything. 

The pagamistic Faith, wearied and disappointed in her 
man. walks out on Eddie as his triumphant Lucy is helping 
him back to bed. He might have played Pélléas to Faith’s 
Mélisande—but he is just a common 100 per cent husband 
after all. 

The framework is there for sympathetic drama. ‘ And 
there are laughs guaranteed by the somewhat extravagagtly 
sketched-in relatives. But some way the tragic overtones are 
dominating. 

I suspect if they were to cast the intruding Faith as a 
typical stage home buster the sympathy would flow to the 
humdrum but loyal wren of a wife. But with Faith made 
visually and intelligently appealing by\ Gilda Leary, as the 
logic of the play demands, the wife has a hard fight of it and 
none too complete a victory.

The organized press-agents of the theater, through their 
monthly organ, recently circularized the producers of plays 
and the drama-critics to obtain their ideas on the question 
whether the critics would not be likely to do better work 
if they deferred the review of new plays for a day or two 
or longer after coming from the theater, instead of rushing 
into print with an article dashed off In the brief period be- 
tween the end of the final act and the newspaper's “ dead- 
line.” . The answers so far printed have been astonishingly 
sane, The pin-heads among the producéfs say the critic 
would do better work if he had a longer time to consider 
the play before writing in judgment on it. The pin-headed 
critics are of the same belief. One critic (whose name is 
not given out by the press-agents) solemnly and sobbingly 
ayers that he thinks the answers of the managers will tend 
to show whether they regard the drama-critics as mere re- 
porters or as important servants of art; and, of course, the 
correct comment on that twaddle is to say that a drama- 
critic who doesn’t regard himself first of all as a reporter is 
a good bit more of a doodice-bug than most humans. .. . 

The time to write about a play is immediately after 
seeing the play: the more important the play, as art, the 
more important it is that the reporter's impressions be put 
at once into print. And, to me, the delightful aspect, 
of this symposium is that the question is none of the press 
agents’ business.

have dressed their receivers up in won- 
derful cabinets aimed to please the 
most fastidious woman.

But, 
though here is no new slant of fashion, it produces 
a feeling of novelty through that amplitude of the 
sleeves. 

It would seem that one may continue to wear the 
simple straight line drese—provided one atones for 
the -banality by some up to date activity. We find 
such atonement at the extreme left in minute tucks 
that reject the horizontal temptation in favor. of 
the chevron pattern. These chevron effects are, by 


the way, still awfully good and adorn, impartially, 


coats and frocks. Dark brown fur bands the skirt 
and a touch of beige chiffon is introduced at the V 
neck line. The completing thought is a belt of dark 
Srown suede with a bronze buckle. 


In speaking of this model one is bound to mention 
the vogue enjoyed by the tan and brown shades, not 
only in the shop windows where vogues are easy to 
establish, but in the more valid environs of society. 
The Belmont races showed a noteworthy sprinkling 
of coats and frocks in’ the tan shades, and when one 
lunches at any of the exclusive places one is sure 
to find at least several costumes in this range. 


But to go back to this thing of plaits and tucks.. 
it is really astonishing how much atmosphere you 
can produce by just two or three of these little 


things. Behold, for example, the gesturing lady at 
the extreme right. Look at her wearing three funny 
little tucks right at the center of her bodice—just 
exactly as the knight of old might have worn his 
coat of arms on the front of his jerkin. To tell the 
truth, indeed, those microscopic tucks do give a 
certain character to the frock. 

This is a dinner gown of Chanel red velvet and it 
bears no trimming other than that which the fabric 
itself can supply. Like so many of the new evening 


gowns, it has an inset belt, but this inset belt has a 
few separate virtues of its own. Placed at that correct 
position, the top of the hips, it executes 
a dip in the direct front to contrast with 
a straight back. In both positions, how- 
ever, sash ends find equal hospitality. ~ 
' Although not two-piece, the model 
aspires to that effect through a seaming 
at the hip line. For the rest, the skirt 
is irregular in length and this effect. is 
heightened by the presence of a long 


drapery from the right shoulder. 


The single example on our page 


which escapes the thrall of the plait is 
the dinner frock in the center. Made of 
garnet red crépe Elizabeth, it waives 
plaits in favor of waving fringe. Finest 
of matching silk fringe is the type em- 
ployed, and this is hung from a yoke 
‘that gives every indication of being a 
bolero. The girdle, either of self-fabric 
or of velvet, is knotted in front, and the 
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shoulder is set off with a mammoth matching 
flower. | 

A number of the boleros which one encounters in 
the new evening frocks are detachable and, instead 
of being executed in material identical with that of 
the frock, they supply an argument both in color 
and texture. Thus an exceedingly delightful model 
from a French atelier provides for wear with a rose 
colored georgette dance frock a delightful short little 
bolero, truly Spanish in its impulse, which is made 
of black taffeta trimmed in beads and paillettes. 

Another interesting development of the evening 
mode is the introduction of tulle motifs and band- 
ings on backgrounds of .crépe and chiffon. Some- 
times this tulle matches and sometimes it aids in de- 
veloping a delightful two tone harmony. One ex- 
quisite dance model which I saw lately preferred the 
latter technique. It was made of sea green chiffon 
with an allover pattern of gold paillettes, and the 
waist line was formed by diamond shaped insets of 
tulle finely plaited and matching the gold of the 
pattern. 

Evening gowns provide just as fertile soil for 
flowers as ever before, and some of these flowers 
would win a prize in any horticultural show. For 
example, a mammoth orchid, so enveloping that it 
almost submerges the wearer, is found on the shoul- 
der of one imported evening gown. On another 
enormous roses with trailing stems spring from the 
shoulder and again at the waist line.
